8. In view of this confuse! story, our incomplete 
information on KEDIA and his Georgians and their many contacts, 
P31 is leery of the whole situation. For, if KEDIA, who appears 
to be a professional White Russian, is actually in contact with 
the JE-land service and is offering his network in a penetration 
attempt, any action on our part would involve a triple agent 
operation.
